Our own writer. Irvmg, born when 


George Washington became our first 
•presi9»nt, gives us his own keen df- 
light in Christmas celebrations. To 
express it in his own words he savs. 
"There is nothing in England that 
exercises a more delightful spell over 
my imagination than the Imgenngs 
of the holiday customs and 
rural 


games of former times." 


With this feeling he has given us 


ft memorable description of his experi- 
ence at Bracebridge Hall. 


It will be remembered thai he was 


traveling in England during the win- 
ter and making a" tour in Yorkshire 
by stage-coach on the day before 
Christmas. Arriving at an inn he 
chanced to meet Prank Bracebndge. 
a "young gentleman," with whom he 
had once journeyed in Europe. Brace- 
bridge promptly invited Irving tq_ his 
ancestral home a few miles distant 
•where his father -would keep Christ- 
inas in "old fashioned style." The 
manor ^tras some distance from the 
Main road -which gave it every oppor- 
tunity to be secluded and aloof from 
the more, progressive spirit of the 
cities. Bracebndge's father "being a 
representative of the oldest family in 
the neighborhood, and a great part of 
the peasantry being his tenants—is 
much looked to and. in general, was 
ktib-wn simply by the appellation of 
The "Squire; a title which had been 
accorded to the head of £he family 
since time immemorial." 


As Irving and bis friend came near 


the Kail the sound of music aid 
dancing greeted thVm from the serv- 
ant's end of. tfie building "where 
a 
great deal of revelry was ^permitted." 


So joyous was Uie mirth that young 
Craccbndgo had to ring repeatedly be- 
fore gaining entrance. 
As soon as> 


they were announced tho ehler 'Squire 
camo forward and 
greeted 
them 


warmly and they wero ushered at 
once into tho central hall and intro- 
duced to the company composed of 
different branches of the large family. 


The evening was. spent in games 


and songs, led by tho droll Master 
Simon while the "old 'Squire (was) 
seated in his hereditary elbowchair. 
by the hospitable fireside of his an- 
c»stors and looking around him like 
the sun of a system, beaming warmth 
and gladness to every heart." The 
old 'Squire adhered to the custom of 
haiing his own minstrels and so 
music was soon had for the dancing. 


Master Simon and the two other 


sons of the 'Squire, one an Oxonian, 
tho other an officer, were the chief 
merry makers, especially with their 
dances and the bit of romanc^ be- 
tween the young officer and Julia, a 
pretty ward of the old gentleman. 


At last the party broke up for the 


night with the old custom of shaking 
hands and Irving was conducted to 
his chamber, in an antiquated part 
of the manor. 


Irving was wakened 
the 
next 


morning, which \\as Christmas, by the 
'sound of little feet pattering outside 
of the door and a whispering consul- 
tation. Presently a choir of small 
voices chanted forth an old Christmas 
carol, the burden of which was: 


"Rejoice, our Saviour he was born 
On Christmas day m-the, morning."

Christmas became so uproarious and 
bacchanalian that it lost its sacred 
aspect and with tho advent of tho 
Puritans in political power, Christ- 
mas as a holiday became taboo and 
remained until 
tho 
restoration 
of 


Charles the Second. This period of 
history -was fraught with political and 
religious controversy but in Irvlng's 
day the controversies were of 
the 


past and Christmas was in vogue. As 
a consequence Irving finds much 
amusement in the church service ai 
Bracebridge Hall because the sermon 
wrangled over a questioa which had 
been settled 01 er a century before. 


"The parson." wrote Irving, "gave 


us a most erudite sermon on tho rites 
and ceremonies of 
Christmas—sup- 


porting the correctness of his opinions 
by the earliest usages of the church 
and enforcing them by the authori- 
ties 
He kindled into warmth 


with the ardour of his contest, and 
the host of imaginary foes with whom 
he had to combat 
" 


The parson further ^exhorted the 


congregation to celebrate Christmas in 
the traditional manner of their fore- 
fathers and to make merry- The con- 
gregation needed no further urging, 
for. as soon as the service- was over, 
they promptly made merry with greet- 
ings and hand shaking, dancing and 
singing until time for the Christmas 
Dinner. 


We of this day and age know noth- 


ing of the pompous, stately dinners of 
those days with courses of pig's head, 
peacock pie. turkey, plum pudding, 
roast beef, mine pie and above all the 
Wassail bowl of home brew: I also 
believe that we know less about the 
spontaneous madcap foolery and rev- 
elry tvhich occurred during the dinner 
and on through the rest of the day 
and night. Master Simon in this in- 
stance engineered a Masque portray- 
ing "Ancient Christmas" which with 
beat of drums and the cutting of pi- 
rouettes and rigadoons was the "con- 
summation" of uproar and merri- 
ment." 


If we ourselves, cannot enjoy such 


similar Chnstmases we certainly can 
thank the shade of Washington Irv- 
ing for his contribution to our enjoy- 
ment and appreciation of such cele- 
brations in ages past.

Farthest down town, where the 


Island narrows toward the Battery, 
and warehouses 
crowd, a few re- 


maining tenements, the somber-hued 
colony of Syrians is astir with prepa- 
rations for the holiday. How comes 
it that In the only settlement of the 
real Christmas in New York the cor- 
ner saloons appropriates to Itself all 
tho outward signs of it? Even 
the 


floral cross that is nailed over the 
door of Orthodox church is long with- 
ered and dead: it lias been there since 
Easter, and it is^yct twelve days to 
Christmas by the belated reckoning 
of the Greek church.

The plan of Alderman Laabs to reoi\£an- 


-ize rail entrances into Appleton. eliminate 
grade crossings and ultimately secure a 
union station is one which should engage 


' "-the serious attention of the people and of 


the authorities. It may look like a large 
•undertaking, and so far as it affects public 
policy it is of large consequence, but from 


. an engineering sind operating standpoint 


it is a simple proposal and easily carried 
out. "\Ye may expect the railroads will not 
be sympathetic to the plan. Consolidation 
of stations is curiously enough a matter 
•\vhich they generally oppose, presumably 
Txicause of initial cost. However, the fact 
remains that a union station in Appleton. 
as in most cities with a number of railroad 
lines, would be economical and in the long 
run the improvement would pay for itself. 


"We should not forget that the city has

railroads, and that a union station and 
the other improvements advocated by Al- 
derman Laabs would be of great benefit to 
the public in. the way of convenience and 
safety.

Acetamllilc ialf 
en "in considerable quantity's" as a habit. unqi:cs< 
tlonaoly docs Induce mental deterioration and brings 
many R victim to the hospital for the Insane. 


There is so very little pood sound basis for the 


ancient theory that real quinino was good for so. 
called "colds" or for so-called, "grippe," that I am 
sure I should not care to take any of the stuff for 
such purposes myself. 


Enough quinine will not only make the cars buzz 


(by producing congestion of' the delicate apparatus 
of hearing) but will produce sweating. Perhaps the 
sweating accounts for the old fancy that quinine is 
good for alleged "colds" and "grippe." 
Acetnnifldo. 


the heart-depressing, bloodccll-destroylnp, death- 
dealing pain-killer.'will likewise produce buzzing of 
the ears and sweating. It is the acetanllide in the 
average alleged "cold cure" or "grippe cure" that 
produces these very questionable effects, and not 
the the quinine. 
; 
.Personally, I'd take my chances with anything 


that masquerades under the name of a "cold" or 
the "grippe'1 sooner than subject my heart and 
blood at such a time to the damaging influence of 
acetanilide, or any of the other coal tar pam-killer? 
n the same category, such as phcnacctm. antlpyoin. 
aspirin and the like. Abuse of such remedies, when 
they were first introduced with the niaje-mGer- 
many assurance of harmlcssncss. has been cite'I liy 
many excellent physicians as an important cause 
of the "nervous prostration" and the neuroticism 
:hat followed in the wako of the great influenza 
epidemics of a. generation ago. 


Quinine is still the most effective antidote we 


lavo against the malaria parasite, provided it is in- 
.elligentjy employed, which means, first, that the 
diagnosis of malaria rests upon discovery of the 
parasites in the fresh food examination, and second, 
that the treatment is administered according to tho 
)hys«cian's directions and not by rule of thumb. 


A few individuals have ,an 
"idiosyncracy" for 


quinine, that is, they suffer "very unpleasant or 
alarming effects from even tho smallest dose. Why, 
we do not know.

bility to be embroiled in war will be. 
reduced to a minimum. 


H docs not follow that this will al- 


ways make for international peace. 
It probably will do so in a general 
way, but it means that while each na- 
tion will itself strive to keep out or 
war, it will often be of advantage to 
a given nation to embroil its chief 
commercial rivals in a war. For 
ample, some observers hove comment- 
etl upon the fact that certain sections 
of tho French press dwell a groat deal 
upon the points which may produce 
antagonism between Great Britain 
and the United States. 'It lias been 
pointed out that should the United 
States and Great Britain ever engage 
In a war without France being in. 
volved in any way, at the end of that 
war France would occupy a much 
slionger international position than 
i>he dpes now. It has been suggested 
that the French government may not 
bo wholly oblivious to this fact. 
Whether it has any influence on 
French policy or n^fit illustrates the 
point under consideration. 


The Case of England 


Another 
illustration' 
lias 
been 


brought to light by discussions of the 
Anglo-Jap alliance. Whether this al- 
linncc shall be renewed or not is ono 
of the crucial questions of the con- 
ference. In the canvass of considera- 
tions which probably affect British 
policy in this regard, it has been 
pointed out, as a reason why Britain 
might wish to discontinue the -alli- 
ance, that'in case of war between 
Japan and the United States, Great 
Britain could win that war by staying 
out of it. It is stated thai if Japan'and 
the United States fought for four 
years during that time Great Britain 
would regain the position of control- 
ing financial center of the world which 
has now passed to the United States, 
and would -also greatly increase her 
commerce. She would do this by sell- 
ing goods.and lending money to the 
belligerents, ,-vvho , would 
constantly 


weaken each Bother. Of course Great 
Britain's relative gain by staying out 
of the war is muck greater by reason 
of the fact that if she went into it she 
would lose Canada, and nothing she 
could gai=i would repay her for that 
loss. But even leaving Canada out of 
consideration, Great Britain could 
gam only by staying out of such a 
*var, "The United States would lose 
her.-internationnj leadership by such 
a war, in all probability, even if she 
won a victory. 
- 
• 


Tho same factors appsar in an cal- 


culations that aro made concerning 
possible future wars. There are na- 
tions v/hich might gain by successful 
war in certain circumstances, ana. 
theso are noted to bo. tho least en- 
thusiastic for disarmament. But, in 
general, war -no longer pays as a com- 
mercial adventure. 


You have only to look back a llttl 


way to see that this fact marks a 
i evolutionary change In tho basis o 
Internntlonnl policy. It Is a common 
place of political economy that nenri> 
all modern wars- have been fought fo 
commercial advantage. To bo more 
exact, they have been, fought to g 
the foreign 
investors 
of a 
given 


country a preferential right in exploit 
Ins tho natural resources of various 
parts of the world and in selling man 
ufocturcd goods to various peoples 
A nation -which ha» been successful It 
Us wars in tho past has gained there 
by new sources of raw material to ex 
ploit. and new markets from whlcl 
its competitors were wholly or partly 
excluded. This advantage has re 
suited in. an accumulation of wcaltl 
In the successful 
country. 
This 


wealth is always in tho liands of th 
relatively few men who luivo money 
invested in foreign trade and exploita- 
tions. Tho common man, who works 
for wages or a salary, never makes 
any but .small and incidental gains by 
a successful war. while he always 
has to do tho fighting and also to pay 
tho taxes. Ho is induced to do these 
things by speeches about patriotism 
the national honor, tho need for main 
taining the greatness of Ills country 
and so forth. 


War Profits Wano 


Xow two great changes have come 


over the situation. In the first place 
tho common man is becoming increas 
mgly hard to befool. Ho is not so 
easily excited about the natlona 
honor and other pretexts for war as 
once he was. The change in this re- 
spect is slight, but significant. 


In tho second place, war does not 


so obviously and surely pay a profit 
even 'to thesinvestore for whose bene- 
fit it is fought, as once it did. Thus 
the business interests of France zoi<; 
England havo obViously not as a whole 
;ained by the late war, although they 
won. it. They gained new "spheres of 
influence" and "mandatories" full of 
oil, co.-J, forests, and backwards,peo- 
ples with mo'ney to spend; but they 
are too crippled financially to make 
use of their prizes. 
Furthermore, 


they see their business rivals m the 
United States and Japan, which dla 
not get into, the war far enough to 
get hurt much, enjoying an immense 
advantage over them hi money and 
men. 
A nation which loses in a war 


most of its young men and most ot 
tt, money can scarcely gain any prize 
that will repay it; for it^ takes young 
men and money to exploit the prize 
and hold it. 


The British empire -was built up by 


a series of successful wars, but the 
British government -'doubtless per 
ceivcs that the British empire can 
now best be preserved by keeping out 
of future wars and letting its rivals 
fight. .Tapanvsnade herself what she 
s by fighting first 'China and then 
Russia. Furthermore, the Japanese 
overnmeat still has faith 'that it can 
gain new advantages by new wars, 
and this faith is more justified in the 
case of Japanr than it would be in that 
of any other nation. This is the sim- 
ple and practical reason why Japan 
stands out as the most militaristic na- 
tion of the world today. -_ ' • 


If Japan had to fight the United 


States or any other western power, 
military experts agree that it would 
be a defensive naval war upon the 
part of Japan. The western power 
vould be seeking to check Japan's ex- 
>loitation of other Asiatic countries. 
Japan would have but to prevent a 
successful blockade. If sho did this 
her business interests would havo es- 
tablished their right to exploit the 
greater part of, Asia, She -might make 
an immense gain by war without a 


c-avy loss of men or money. There 
s probably no other nation of -which 
his is true.
